George W ashington Kramer, 91 
who

Fleven and a half million dollars 
worth of top state and federal jobs 
will be handed out by the voters a 
week from Tuesday. 
How much it will cost the candi­ 
dates and their supporters to win, 
or lose, their jobs is largely a m at­ 
ter of conjecture, but if the spend­ 
ing runs true to past performances, 
it will cost a t least eleven and a 
half million dollars. 
The jobs figure out like this: 
Thirty-two governors 
are being 
elected. Their terms range from two 
to four years, the pay from $3,000 
a year in South Dakota to $25.(KH) a 
year in New York 
The jobs are be­ 
ing 
sought 
by 
112 
candidates. 
Salaries for the terms run up to a 
total of $676,800. 
Tlurty-five 
senators 
are 
being 
picked from among 107 contestants 
Tile pay is $10,000 a year 
Figuring 
the three short terms—to fill va­ 
cancies in unexpired terms—and the 
32 full six-year terms, these 
107 
candidates are tussling for a share 
of $2,040,000 in salary. 
Ail house seats save the three al­ 
ready filled by the early Maine elec­ 
tion are to be handed out. 
There 
are 432 of these, with 972 trying to 
get them. Tile pay is $10,000 a year 
and they last for two years. 
That 
runs up to a total of $8,640,000. 
These all total up to $11,356,800 a 
little under the round figure of $11,- 
500,000. 
But there is almost enough 
free postage involved to make up the 
difference, without considering trav­ 
eling expenses and secretarial allow­ 
ances. 
The figures on election costs are 
always hard to get. 
A .senate com ­ 
m ittee set out a year or so ago to 
find out how much was spent in the 
1936 election. 
It hired experts and 
spent many months and thousands 
of dollars at tile job. 
It wound up with a calculation 
that a gland total of $23,973,329.82 
had been spent—an average of 52*4 
cents for every vote cast for Presi­ 
dent. 
Then it added that this was not 
to be regarded as the complete total, 
or even an approximately complete 
total, of all that had been spent in 
the campaign; that these were just 
the figures that had been reported 
in the various states that have laws 
requiring such reports. 
The senate committee was talk­ 
ing about a campaign in which a 
President was elected. 
Almost fif­ 
teen million dollars of the money of 
which it spoke was spent by the 
national committees of the major 
and minor parties. Those spendings 
are running lower this year than 
they did in 1936. but the complaints 
that 
have been piled 
before the 
senate campaign investigating com­ 
mittee are just as lurid as they 
were two years ago.

"Trees are important factors in 
water conservation, and are attract­ 
ing the at tent ton of public officials 
today more than ever,” Dr. James 
F Bogardus, state secretary of the 
Department of Forests and Waters, 
said today. 
Explaining tliat for some years 
past, public officials as well as the 
general public have not realized tlu* 
value of trees in conserving water. 
Doctor Bogardus said that several ol 
the larger municipaJ 
water works 
have ordered increased quantities of 
trees for planting around reservoirs j 
this year. And these plantations are 
for conservation and not ornamental 
purposes. 
“Tile role of trees in conserving * 
water has been recognized by ex­ 
perts for many years, of course,” 
Bogardus said. 
“In tact one of the 
underlying principles of the acquisi­ 
tion of state forests was water shed 
protection 
The first law authoriz- j 
mg the purchase of forest lands in 
this state, approved May 30, 1897 
J 
water-supply at the sources of rivers, j 
had in view the preservation of the

Pointing out that approximately 
all of the 1,650,937 acres of slate for­ 
ests are located along the headwaters 
of rivers and streams wliere Ute 
maintenance of the forest cover has 
a beneficial effect 
upon

petuation of the sources of stream 
flow. Doctor Bogardus said that for­ 
est covers are charac terized by the 
accumulation of absorbent leaf litter 
mid 
humus 
capable of retaining 
moisture for long pe riods 
Deep and 
porous, this humus acts as a natural 
reservoir and, in the abience of for­ 
est fires, constantly increases as the 
result '* leaf fail 
The network of 
roots providing channels for mois­ 
ture to seep into the soil completes 
tile mechanical operation performed 
by Hie forest cover of absorbing and 
storing water

During 1938 the number of auto­ 
mobile accidents has decreased in 
the county. In 1937 nearly 250 people 
were injured on the roads patrolled 
by the members of the local substa­ 
tion of state motor police.

accidents, took the lives of twenty 
people. 
There was a total of 273 
accidents, entailing a loss estim ated 
at $43,000. 


But during 1938 that total has 
been decreasing.

ly. 
Tile damage was $4 817 m ore’ 
than a $1 OOO above that for the 
same month in 1937.

For the first nine m onths of the 
year accidents totalled 135. In those 
accidents about 130 persons were 
injured, four were killed and dam ­ 
ages amounted to $23,498. 
For the same nine m onths of 1937 
those injured in automobile acci­ 
dents totalled 179. there were 181 
accidents, 
and 
the damage was 
$29,608. 
It is entirely possible that the last 
three m onths of the year will bring 
the 
total 
number 
of 
accidents, 
deaths and injuries up to that of 
last year which set an all time high 
for deaths on the road. 
Last year 
the state highway patrol arrested 
1,000 motorists for violation of the 
motor code. 
This year the number 
may come close to that of last.
